Rev. A. S. Carmen, corresponding 


secretary of the Dennison university, 
and also^of the Ohio Baptist society, 
is in'the cloy, tbe guest of Dr. S. S. 
Halderman and family. 
During the 


absence Sunday of Eev. J. B. Tuttle, 
who preached at Middletown, Rev. 
Carmen was called to preach here. 
He spoke both ruorning Bnd evening. 
He resembles tbe Rev. Dr. Talmage 
in appearance. There was good music 
by the choir, but only a small audi- 
ence present. 


The reverend gentleman took for 


his text Sunday moining Luke 14tb 
chapter, 
28tb verse: "For which 


to you intending to build a tower sit- 
teth not down first and countetb tbe 
cost, whether he have sufficient to 
finish ife?" 
He announced as his 


theme"Preparation for the/Twentieth 
Century." 


It is a matter of intense interest to 


read the history of tbe world, said 
Rev. Carmen. We may search the 
archives of old, the monuments in 
ancient Rome: and Greece and find 
there written the history of man 
written^hundreds and thousands ol 
years ago. 
What are the methods by 


which we "read the history of th.> 
world?: Where coalmines are rim' 
we read the rocks. 
You find indica- 


tions along the lakes of Ontario. 
You find the same strata cropping 
out there as in Southern Ohio. 
The 


geologists can tell by going down 
thorugh the strata of the earth much 
of the world's history. That is tbe 
past. It is a difficult matter to tell 
the past, and yet not difficult as 
compared to tbe future. 
When we 


come to lookahead that is prophecy. 
I am not a prophet, or tbe son of a 
prophet; not even a weather prophet. 
People in general have but little 
faith in weather prophets, yet the 
government weather observers fore 
tell tbe coming weather with almost 
unerring accuracy. The government 
only a few weeks ago' foretold the 
great storm that swept along tbe At- 
lantic coast. I was at Boston. I 
knew the captain of a vessel who dis- 
obeyed this warning and the result 
was his ship was tossed about by tbe 
angry waves and wrecked. 
The ele- 


ments seemed to have combined and 
vented ^ their fury on bis steamer. 
The 
following 
day the coast was 


strewn with tbe corpses of the sail- 
ors. 
There are in this great land of 


ours Jmany telegraph and telephone 
weather bureaus in which are self- 
regulating barometers, and the tem- 
perature is told by the world's gauge 
tc the observer at our country's capi- 
tal. 
He can tell what the weather Is 


out in the Rockies, can tell what it 
is going to be in Illinois and in Ohio 
Just so there are certain great^leaders 
at work and we can tell something of 
what the coming century will be. 


It ia of little importance to us as 


to what the world will be fifty years 
hence, and yet we want to know for 
onr children's sake. Gladstone made 
a prophesy some few years ago as to 
what this conntiy would be one bun. 
rJred years hence. 
The increase in 


this ceuntry is going on at a marvel- 
ous rate, and in fifty years this 
America will have 200,000,000 popu- 
lation, not counting, in tbe Philip- 
pines or any of our new possessions. 
The fact is^tbe increase is oging on 
among all English-speaking people. 
The state cf Ohio will have 10,000,- 
000 population in fifty years, New 
York will have 20,000,000, Illinois 
12,000,00 Oto 15,000,000. 
The West 


is to be the great filling-up ground. 
The cities, what will they be? Peo- 
ple crowd the cities, you know that. 
You have many boys in Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, New York and Baltimore. 
The country decreases and the cities 
increase. This city has grown might- 
ily in the past]ten years. You aeem 
to have taken on new life. You 
have grown more in tbe past ten 
years than .in the previous twenty. 
Soon some new resources will be 
tapped and it may be tbat this new 
field may be one for Portsmouth. 
Portimoath may be another Chicago 


In a few years. New houses are going 
up everywhere, right in the heart of 
tbe city. One of the happiest results 
of the late Spanish war is tbat it has 
welded oufcountry into one great na- 
tion. 
The Hag of our country is dear 


to us'all. 


Then there is the question of tbe 


bold tbe liquor people have on this- 
country. Look at Peoria. 
In 1897 


that city of distilledtjs'paid one-ninth 
of the internal revenue tax of the 
United States. 


I look to religion and education to 


guide this country of ours. The two 
largest church congregations in Cin- 
cinnati are tbe Baptists.

Tbe meeting of the Portsmouth 


Sunday schoo institute was held at 
All Saints chapel Sunday at 3 p. m. 
There was a large attendance of 
scholars and teachers. Tbe meeting 
opened with a song by the vested 
choir and brief devotional exercises 
by Rev. J. 
duced Mrs. 


D. Herron, who intro- 
J. W. Bicker. 
Mrs. 


Bicker read a short, but bright and 
pointed paper on the subject of 
"Child Keligion." She said: 
"The 


theme 
for. our consideration 
this 


afternoon is one of the most import- 
ant that can engage our attention, 
and I will present a few facts, not 
new, which it is hoped will encourage 
the heart of the primary teacher. It 
is presumed that this subject has 
special reference 
to . the 
Sunday 


school, always recognizing the fact 
that the aim of Sunday school teach- 
ing is the salvation of the soul. We 
have often heard it said that certain 
children are too young to enter into 
relation with the church, that they 
do not understand the story of Christ 
as applied to their own needs and do 
not understand the obligations rest- 
ing on Christians. To some extent 
this is true, but added years do not 
always add wisdom. Christ's teach- 
ings in the matter were, 'Except ye 
be converted and become as little 
children, ye tcannot enter into the 
kingdom of heaven,' and where Is the 
child who has any knowledge of the 
Bible, whatver, that is not familiar 
with the text, 'Suffer little children 


. to come unto me, and forbid them 


not for of such is the ikngdom of 
heaven.' Children like to feel that 
they have a place to fill and that 
they can help, and it rests with par- 
ents and 
teachers to determine 


where their place shall be. 


"This command was given: 'Thou 


shalt teach them diligently.' Tnis 
may well be considered as 
h'ome 


training, but it teaches us that chil- 
dren should be taught the same 
truths as their 
elders. 
Solomon, 


with tils superior wisdom, tells us to 
train up a child in the way he should 
go and when he is old he will not de- 
part from it.' The seeds of truth 
may be sown, but the work must not 
end there. The young tree oiust not 
be left uncared for. Neither can we 
hope to leave young minds to worldly 
influences and expect to see earnest, 
genuine Christians. Young children 
are quick to see a friend in an earn- 
est teacher, and a heart full of love, 
faith and trust is at once opened to 
receive instruction from such a one. 
Christian teachers, take heart and 
redouble your efforts. 
Christian par- 


ents, do not leave this pleasant work 
to the teacher alone, but aid and en- 
courage your friend and assistant. 
'It is Jesus who bids them come now, 
in life's morning.' " 


Miss Addie Merrill 
sang 
very 


sweetly a song, entitled "We Are 
Little Pilgrims." 


Miss Mary E. Hutcheson, of Co- 


lumbus, was introduced and read a 
paper on "Primary Sunday School In- 
struction." Below we give a sum- 
mary of it: 


'"We^havenot taken the Sunday 


school seriously enough form an edu- 
cational standpoint. We have not 
quite seen the importance of the 
work. For the past twenty-live years 
or more, whenever anyone wanted to 
educate the people in any direction 
they turned to the little child and 
said, 'Let us begin here.' That is 
the plastic age, and here is where 
we are to begin, if we begin at al!, 
and so in the Sunday school we ate to 
begin, if we arc to have any improve- 
ment with the little children. You 
must remember that they are the lit- 
tle foundation stones that are to 
grow into pillars that are to adorn 
the temple, and so should be taken 
care of. A great deal has been done 
to improve the primary department, 
but we haven't reached the top. 
The quesiton which seems to me of 
greatest importance in connection 
with the primary department is. 
'What shall we teach the Httieones? 
The union lesson 
system, 
which 


covers a period of ssven years, gives 
to the youngest child the same sys- 
tem of study aa the oldest. 
Edu- 


cators toll us that this is wrong, and 
if we have any regard for the child 
we must see that the lesson subject, 
as well as lessen methods, vary with 
age. 
We need to plan our lessons 


with more regard to growth and de- 
velopment, and the urgent necessity 
for taking this step has made itself 
felt, especially in connection with 
the primary department. We should 
give to the child the great founda- 
tion truths of Gnd. 
A true concep- 


tion of God, faith, !ove and the de- 
sire to live rightteously must grow 
from seed, which, once planted, must 
be nourished-and tended. Slowly, but 
surely, we' are learning tbe truth 
tbat a child's mind is not a re- 
ceptacle which needs tilling up, but 
that it is a thing of life and grows on 
nourishment that can be assimilated. 
In all secular schools tbe endeavor is 
made to select ^the lesson material 
and develop tbe mind on this basis. 
Spiritual truth must nourish and de- 
velop spiritual life. There should be 
union and connection in all our work. 
No new subject of instruction should 
come to the pupil that he does not at 
least realize that it is grounded in a 
preceding subject. Following this 
rule, having made our beginning we 
should proceed along the line- of 
thought, 
development, 
and ' one 


thought should grow out of another, 
just as fruit grows. Proceed from 
the Known to the unknown. Impres- 
sion 
doesn't 
precede expression. 


Never tell the child what he can find 
out for himself, since it is not what 
we tell him but what we leave him 
to discover for himself which builds 
him up. And thus leading the child 
we may, and should look for fruits, 
since the fruitless plant is worthless.'' 


A song, "Stand Dp, Stand Up For 


Jesus," was then sung by all present 
and was followed by a lesson by Miss 
Hutcheson to the primary children of 
all the Sunday schools on tbe subject 
ot "The Sower." It was well handled

$«uittor Gorman, the Leader ol the Op- 


position, Say* the Conflict nt Manilla 
Will Hare No Effect Upon Those Who 
Have Antagonized the Fails Agree- 
ment—Statement of Senator Foraker. 
Washington, Feb. 6 -In view of the 


Vote of Paris treaty a auiut'e/ of sen- 
ators were interviewed. Senator Gor- 
man of Maryland, who is the leader 
and organizer of the oposition to'the 
treaty in the senate, said as to the ef- 
fect the conflict at Manilla would have 
upon the treaty: "It will have no ef- 
fect whatever. "What has occurred is 
the result of what has been predicted 
by the opponents of the treaty all the 
time, ihe opponents of the treaty said 
that troutle would come if we handled 
those people without gloves and under- 
took to force 
ourselves upon them 


without their consent This battle can 
have no effect upon the opponents ol 
the treaty in any way." 


Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, a 


member of the committee on foreign 
relations, said: 
"I am in favor of 


standing by Dewey and Otis as against 
Aguinaluo. Our status in the Philip- 
pines is that under the protocol we are 
in possession of the city, bay and har- 
bor of Manilla. We are acting under 
a truce with Spain. Those people who 
have attacked the United States forces 
are, in the eye of international law, 
still subjects of Spain, and would be 
until the treaty is ratified. They have 
violated the truce and are our public 
enemiesand should be treated as such." 


Whnt an Opponent Says. 


Senator Pettigrew: "We could have 


had no possible difficulty with the peo- 
ple of the Philippines if we had given 
to them the honest assurance that we 
did not .propose to overthrow their 
riewly established liberties. The course 
of the administration, on-the- contrary, 
has been one of 'criminal aggression' 
and apparent bad faith. There can be 
no Question in the mind of any one 
who has read the instructions to the 
peace commissioners that the presi- 
dent's purpose always was to make 
a permanent claim to the island of 
Luzon. To turn upon ally in this way 
is certainly the greatest international 
crime of the century. 
I believe the 


treaty should be amended at once so 
as to give assurance to those people 
of our good faith and thus make them 
our friends, even under these trying ] 
circumstances. We should even now 
withdraw our military forces and allow ! 
them to establish a military govern- 
ment of their own." Senator Pettigrew 
said that in his opinion the fighting 
would not delay a vote on the treaty. 


Senator Cockrell, who is recognized 


as one of the strong opponents of the 
treaty, was not disposed to discuss at 
length the situation as affected by the 
hostilities at Manilla. He said: 
"Had 


a declaration of our peaceful intentions 
been made by the constituted authori- 
ties—the congress and the president— 
I do not believe there would have been 
a vote against the ratification of the 
peace treaty." 


Seuntor Foraker's Idea- 


Senator Foraker, a member of the 


foreign 
relations committee and a 


staunch supporter of the treaty said: 
"The situation in the Philippines is 
peculiar. The legal status of the Fil- 
ipinos is and will be until the treaty 
shall have been ratified, that of Span- 
iards. 
The American army and navy 


are rightfully at Manilla and if at- 
tacked cannot do less than resist and 
defend themselves. 
While, therefore, 


such trouble as has occurred is de- 
plorable and so far as we'are con- 
cerned, unavoidable, it emphasizes the 
duty of the hour, which is to ratify 
the treaty immediately. 
This will end 


the war and give to congress the right 
and authority to deal with all these 
questions as the situation may re- 
quire." 


Senator Harris, who has been gen- 


erally regarded as in the doubtful list 
in the vote on the treaty, said: "I an- 
nounced several days ago that j. ex- 
pected to vote for the treaty and I only 
regret that the votes could not have 
been secured before the battle at Man- 
illa'occurred, as I think such action 
would have had a tendency to pacify 
the natives and keep them quiet." 


Senator Bacon, who, while he has 


declared his opposition to the treaty, 
possibly may vote for lt» ratification, 
said: 
"I am not surprised that hos- 


tilities have broken out. I said in the 
senate on the 18th of January that in 
the absence of any declaration of pa- 
cific intent by the United States and 
a disclaimer of purpose forcibly to an- 
nex the Philipipne islands, there was 
daily danger of a collision between the 
two armies confronting each other at 
Manilla. The hostility of the Filipinos 
is due to their apprehension and be- 
lief that the United States will attempt 
to subjugate them. In my opinion the 
ratification of the treaty will make cer- 
tain the Filipino war with which here- 
tofore we have only been threatened, 
and we will be fortunate if we escape 
serious European complications. 
At 


present I do not see that the trouble 
at Manilla should change the position 
of any one with respect to the rati- 
fication of the treaty." 


Speaker Reed and Chairman Hitt of 


the foreign affairs committee of the 
house declined to express for publica- 
tion any views el tier aa to our status 
in the Philippine* w tbe probable «f- 
ect of the insurgent attack upoa our

LATTER MAKE THE ATTACK, 


insurgents Repulsed After Fighting 


Throughout the Night, 


DETAILS OF THE ENGAGEMENT, 


Killed and Wounded In Our Ranks

ffEBEASKA KEGIMENT OPENS PISE 


Admiral Deivey Sends the First Official 


Message About the Conflict, Statlnc In

Washington, Fell. 6. — The 


following 
message was

ceived from Admiral Dewey at 
Manilla: "Insurgents here in- 
augurated a general engage- 
ment Saturday. The American 
army and navy is generally 
successful. 
Insurgents have 


been driven back and our line 
advanced. No casualties to the 
navy." 


Memneo From Oti». 


Washington, Feh. 6.—The following 


dispatch from General Otis at Manilla 
has been made public: "Insurgents in 
large force opened attack on our outer 
line at 8:45 Saturday evening; renew- 
ed attack several times during night; 


E1IIL1O AGU1NALDO. 


at 4 o'clock tins morning entire line 
engaged; aJl attacks>repulsed; at clay- 
break advanced against insurgents and 
huve driven them beyond tlie lines 
they formerly occupied, capturing sev- 
eral villages and their defense works; 
insurgent loss in dead and wounded 
large; our own casualties thus far es- 
timated at 175, very few fatal. Troops 
enthusiastic 
and 
acting 
fearlessly. 


Navy did splendid execution on flanks 
of enemy; city held in check and ab- 
solute quiet prevails; insurgents have 
secured good many Mauser rifles, a few 
field pieces and quick firing guns, with 
ammunition, (luring last month." 


Firm New* From Army. 


Washington, Feh. 6.—The following 


telegram just received by Chief Signal 
Officer Greeley is the <irst news re- 
ceived from the army at Manilla: "Ac- 
tion continues since early morning, 
losses quite heavy; everything favor- 
able to our arms. Thompson." Col- 
onel Thompson is the chief signal of- 
ficer on the staff of General Otis. 


BATTLE IN DETAIL. 


Description of the Deadly Conflict Be- 


tween American* and Filipinos, 


Manilla, Feb. 6.—The long-expected 


rupture between the Americans and 
the Filipinos has come at last 


The former are now engaged in solv- 


ing the Philippine problem with the 
utmost expedition, possible. The clash 
came at 8:40 p.m.Saturday, when three 
daring FiMpinos darted past the Ne- 
braska regiment's pickets at Santa Me- 
sa, but retired when challenged. They 
repeated the experiment without draw- 
ing the sentry's fire. But the third 
time Corpora] Greeley challenged the 
Filipinos and then fired, killing one of 
them and wounding' another. 


Almost immediately afterward the 


Filipinos' line from Calvocan to Santa 
Mesa commenced a fusillade, which 
was Ineffectual. 


The Nebraska, Montana and North 


akota outposts replied vigorously and 
held their ground until reinforcements 
arrived. The Filipinos in the meantime 
concentrated at threepoints—Calvocan, 
Gagalangin and Santa Mesa. 


At about 1 a, m. the Filipinos opened 


a hot fire from all three places simul- 
taneously. This was supplemented by 
the fire.of two siege guns at Balik- 
Balik and by advancing their skirmish- 
era at Paco and Pandacan. 


The Americans responded with a ter- 


rific flre, but owing to the darkness 
they were unable to determine Its ef- 
fect. The Utah light artillery finally 
succeeded In silencing the native bat- 
tery. Th« Third artillery atoo did good 


Work on. the %extreme left The engage- 
ment lasted over an hour. 


The United States cruiser Charleston 


and the gunboat Concord, stationed off 
Malr.hona, 
opened 
lire 
from 
their 


secordary batteries en the Filipinos at 
Calvocan and kept it up vigorously. 


At 2:45 there was another fusillade 


along the entire line and the United 
States seagoning double monitor Mon- 
adnock opened fire on the enemy from 
off Malate. 


V-.";th daylight the Americans ad- 


vanced. The California and Washing- 
ton regiments made a splendid charge 
and drove the Filipinos from the vil- 
lages of Paco and Santa Mesa. The 
Nebraska regiment also distinguished 
itself, capturing several prisoners and 
one Howitzer and a very strong posi- 
tion at the reservoir, which is con- 
nected with the water works. 


The Kansas and Dakota regiments 


compelled the enemy's right flank to 
retire to Calvocan. There was inter- 
mittent firing at various points all day 
long. The losses of the Filipinos can- 
not be estimated at present, but they 
are known to be considerable. 


The American losses are estimated 


at .20 men killed and 125 wounded. 


The Ygorates, armed with hows and 


arrows, made a very determined stand 
in the face of a hot artillery fire and 
left many men dead on the field. Sev- 
eral attempts were made in this city 
to assassinate American officers. 


Itmtructlons to Otis. 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Instructions 


will he sent to Major General Otis, di- 
recting him to follow up his victory 
over the insurgents and to crush. the 
power Of Aguinaldo in the Philippines. 
This was the decision reached at an. 
Important cabinet meeting held in tho 
White House. 


TRAITOR OB SPY. 


Agoucillo Taken Suddera Lenvo of United 


States Fur Catladn. 


"Washington, Feb. 6.—One of the first 


steps of the administration upon hear- 
ing of the outbreak at Manilla, was to 
give attention to the presence at Wash- 
ington 
of 
Agoncillo, the accredited 


representative here of the Philippine 
insurgents. 
They 
would not 
say 


whether or not any steps had been 
taken looking to his expulsion from 
the United States or to his arrest, but 
his status, it can be stated, has al- 
ready been the subject of careful study. 


It has been said at the state de- 


partment, plainly, that Agoncillo was 
either a traitor or a spy. If the Philip- 
pines are regarded as American ter- 
ritory, then he is the representative 
and active agent of an insurrection 
against the United States, and as such 
is a traitor. If the Philippines are 
Btill 
in nominal Spanish possession, 


then, as a state of war still technically 
exists, he can be regarded only as 
a spy. 


For Culiucln. 


New York, Feb. 6.— A dispatch from 


Albany says that Agoncillo, represen- 
tative of the Filipino junta in this 
country, passed through that city en 
route for Canada. 


The Spanisli Version. 


Madrid, Feb. 6.—Intense excitement 


was caused here by the receipt of the 
following dispatch from General Rlos, 
the Spanish commander in the Philip- 
pines: "The insurgents have violently 
attacked 
and captured 
almost the 


whole of the exterior American, line. 
The Americans offered -a vigorous de- 
fense at the exterior barriers, using 
their artillery as well as the squadron. 
The warships destroyed 
and burned 


Caloacan, Poco and several towns in 
the neighborhood. Both sides suffered 
materially. Very sharp firing contin- 
ues. 
The Spanish troops have been 


confined to quarters, but a. sergeant has 
been wounded by a stray bullet" 


Diplomats Are Interested. 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Diplomats took 


a lively interest in the news, realizing 
that the government of the United 
States will call upon them, very early 
to see to it that no aid of any sort 
Is rendered to the Filipinos and that 
no filibustering expeditions shall leave 
their soil with munitions of war or 
supplies for the insurgents. 
Special 


precautions will be asked to be taken 
at Singapore and Hongkong, principal 
points of the eastern trade, to prevent 
the dispatch of vessels carrying secret 
cargoes in aid of the insurgents. 


From Otic. 


Washington, Feh. 6.—The following 


dispatch was received at 1:15 a. m. 
from General Otis at Manilla: "Situa- 
tion most satisfactory, no apprehen- 
sion need be felt. Perfect quiet pre- 
vails In city and vicinity. List of 
casualties befng prepared and will be 
forwarded aoon u poMiblA. Troop* In 
•xcellent health and spirit*." 


A I. thn White HmiHe. 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Official details 


of the situation at Manilla were anx- 
iously awaited at the White- House 
throughout the nay, but up to a lats 
hour the president's advices consisted 
only of Admiral Dewey's message, a 
brief telegram from Colonel Thompson, 
the signal officer at Manilla, and a 
short 
but 
reassuring dispatch from 


General Otis. Secretary Alger was the 
first to call, arriving at the White 
House at 10:40. He remained but a 
short time, however, and almost sim- 
ultaneously with his departure. Secre- 
tary Long arrived, bearing Admiral 
Dewey's dispatch. During the evening 
several members of the cabinet and 
other public men called at the execu- 
tive mansion, but the gathering was 
largely of a social character, many o£ 
them being accompanied by the ladies 
of their families. Among those present 
were Secretaries Hay, Alger, Bliss and 
Wilson, Senators Hanna and Fair- 
banks and Assistant Secretary of War 
Meiklejohn.
